Facing a Big Deficit 


The discovery that the operations of the Federal government for the |’ 


5 Coleman 


fiscal year ending Match 31, 1936, resulted in a deficit of approximately 
$162,000,000, as announced by Hon. Chas. A. Dunning in the recent budget 
speech in the House of Commons must have come as a considerable shock 
to a large percentage of the Canadian people who must pay the piper. 

The shock is not assuaged at all by the additional announcement that 
the increase in the sales tax from six to eight per cent. which the govern- 
ment decided to levy will not be a heavy enough impost te enable the gov- 
ernment to balance the budget for the current fiscal year and that, on the 
other hand, the best that can be expected from this and other more minor 
levies is a deficit of something less than $100,000,000 for this year . 

Not much is to be gained by any attempt to lay the blame for this 
enormous deficit at the door of any particular administration. Doubtiess 
politicians within the fold of the two major political parties will rise up 
and assert that the other party is at fault, in the one case the former 
regime and in the other the present administration, while adherents of 
other parties, who have not yet been given an opportunity to demonstrate 
their ability to govern the country, Will declare that the economic system 
° be blamed. 

The fact remains that there is a shortage of $162,000,000 as the differ- 
ence between governmental income and outgo which has to be made up by 
approximately 10,000,000 people and the same number of people are appar- 
ently likely to have to make up another $100,000,000 or a little less next 
year. The money must come out of the pockets of these ten million Cana- 
dians and apparently the only Way to get it, is by increaring taxation in 
some form or another. ; 

” ‘The government has decided that the loss is to be made up partially) 
by an additional levy of two per cent. in the form of sales tax, which means 
by the extraction of another two cents on every dollar spent by the con- 
sumers on practically “everything manufactured and produced in Canada.” 
Hon. Mr. Dunning stated that by this means the government is placing the | 
burden on “rich and poor alike.” Whether it will work out that way in 
actual practice, it is almost impossible to say at this ‘stage, whatever the 
intention may be. 

It is axiomatic that in the final analysis the cOnsumer must and does 
foot the country’s tax bill, and it is a matter of history that sometimes 
business not only collects the tax from the consu but a little bit more 
by adding a small profit on the tax as well as on the cost of the goods and 
the cost of their distribution. In this way a tax sometimes becomes pyra- 
mided by the time the goods on which they are levied reach the consumer. 

The present system of collection makes this kind of thing possible and 
it is to be hoped that the government will take such measures as are neces- 
sary to see that the consumer is not forced to pay an additional tribute to 
retailers, jobbers, wholesalers and manufacturers, or any of them as a re- 
sult of the increase in the sales tax. ;

Reduction In Insurance Rates 


Hudson Bay Route Season Has Also 
Been Extended 

Marine insurance rates on the 
Hudson Bay route have been redug- 
ed for the coming year and the sea- 
son extended eight days, Railway 
Minister Howe announced in the 
House of Commons. 

The season this year will last frorn 
Aug. 5 to Oct. 10 before surcharges 
are added to marine insurance. The | 
season last year was from Aug. 10 
to Oct. 7. 

The earlier date of opening is 
qualified by the provision that no 
ship must, pass Cape Chidley, in- 
bound to Churchill, until the govern- 
ment ice breaker, the N. B. Me- 
Lean, gives the word. Cape Chidley 
is at the eastern end of the strait. 

The reduction in insurance rates 
applies only to hulls and machinery 
and does -not apply to cargo. It is 
& premium charged by marine un- 
derwriters over and above the year 


is one of the easiest ways of securing revenue from its subjects. Within 
a couple of months people will have forgotten about the budget and that 
they are paying another two per cent. towards governmental administra- 
tion on practically everything they buy, because it is a hidden impost. 

In this connection there would seem to be some merit in the sales tax 
system in vogue in the State of Oklahoma where the tax is collected by 
the retailer and where the retailer is required to show on his bill to the cus- 
tomer the price of the article and the amount collected in tax as a separ- 
ate item. 

This system, while unquestionably irksome. and cumbersome to the re- 
tailer, at least has the advantage of making the consumer “tax conscious” 
in the same way as has a direct income tax. Every, time he makes a pur- 
chase from a nickel upward he is made to realize that he is making a con- 
tribution to the government and the amount he is contributing. If this sys- 
tem were in effect throughout Canada, no doubt it would result in greater 
pressure being brought to bear on the government to economize and might 
act as a deterrent in the number of requests made to the government for 
expenditures which might be avoided. 

There are, on the other hand, some very potent arguments against the 
adoption of such a%system of tax levy and collection. It would often result, 
no doubt, in efforts on the part of consumers to induce the retailers to 
absorb the tax and where competition is keen might result in injustice to 
the merchants. In addition to which, the time that this method of billing 
and collection would require, would no doubt, entail extra cost to the mer- 
chant which, under present conditions, he could ill afford. -

realizes its cause Because wire-| 


worms live in the soil they are not! 
readily seen, and because their dam- | 
age usually the nature of a 
general crop thinning the injury is 
commonly attributed to various 
other factors. 

Whether or not there is a wire- 
worm problem is determined by first 
looking for the characteristic dam- 
age symptoms: a thin poor stand, or 
& general patchy condition which is 
worse on knolis, spots of infertile 
soil, and previously weedy areas; or, 
in more severe cases, where nearly 
the whole crop is eaten out, with 
plants still growing in the drill wheel 
tracks and other packed spots. Sus-| 
picion of wireworms should be par-/| 
ticularly aroused if the injury is 
more common and more severe to 
crop on summerfallow than on stub- 
ble, if the damage is most pro- 
nounced in years of limited moisture, 
or if the damage tends to recur in 
the same fields and in the same spots 
every year in which conditions are 
favourable to the pest. 

Examination of the individual 
damaged plants for further charac- 
teristic symptoms is necessary, since 
a thin crop stand or patchiness may 
result ‘from several ocauses. The 
young plant is injured by the wire- 
worm boring into the underground 
part of the stem, feeding mainly on 
the centre tissues, often giving a 
“shredded” appearance to the injur- 
ed part, but rarely completely sever- 
ing the stem, By the killing of the 
inside of the stem first, the centre 
leaf dies and shrivels before the out- 
side leaves begin to wilt. 

Finally, search must be made for 
the pest itself. Wireworms are most 
easily found if the search is made 
in the top 3 to 4 inches of soil along 
‘the drill runs at the time and, place 
that young grain plants are found in 
a dying conilition. This will be in 
May or early June. If the search is 
made later, the pest will probably 
not be found, because it burrows 
deeply into the soil during the hot- 
ter, drier weather. Wireworms are 
shiny, yellow, hard-bodied worms, 
rather sluggish in their movements. 
Full-grown specimens are about an 
fhch in length, but usually various 
sizes are found together in the same 
field. : 

Careful observation along .- tire 
above lines is definitely worthwhile, 
since both the abundance of wire- 
worms and the rate of damage by 
them can be decidedly reduced, with- 
out additional cost, by certain agri- 
culturally-sound modifications of 
regular farmimg practices. Control 
measures are described in a leaflet 
entitled “The Wireworm Problem in 
Field Crops of Western Canada,” 
which may be secured from the Pub- 
licity and Extension Branch, Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture, Ot- 
tawa, or from the Dominion En- 
tomological Laboratory, Saskatoon.

In the vegetable line 
the catalogue continues this useful 
service by listing different varieties 
under the heading of early, late and
